Detailed ideas 
emerge for wading, 
beach areain 
HawrelakPark 

A wading and play area 
with a beach is the best 
fit for Hawrelak Park, ac¬ 
cording to a city report. 

The report, going 
before a council commit¬ 
tee on Monday, indicates 
three themes emerged 
from nine proposals 
sought regarding an 
enhanced beach play 
experience. 

Last fall, after learning 
that making the lake 
at the park swimmable 
would cost $60 million, 
councillors asked for 
other options — specific¬ 
ally in the $3 million to 
$5 million range. 

The second theme, 
featuring five proposals 
envisioning a wading 
area with a beach-like 
environment, best meets 
both the cost require¬ 
ment and those of 
Alberta Health Services, 
says the report. 

The ideas include shal¬ 
low water play areas, a 
lazy river, spray features 
and a more natural look¬ 
ing wading pool/beach 
area. 

The cost mainly comes 
from what would be 
required use of potable 
water with mechanical 
chlorinated filtration 
systems, which would 
operate much like the 
fountain at city hall, says 
the report. 

The next step would 
be to prepare a request 
for proposal from poten¬ 
tial contractors. 

A total of $2.1 million 
in existing funds has 
been approved for the 
project. 

Meanwhile, the 
Edmonton Federation of 
Community Leagues is 
proposing a $2-million 
plaza and stream in the 
park to commemorate 
its 100th anniversary in 
2021.

was too big for pet therapy, 
but when Toby walked obedi¬ 
ently next to her, she knew he 
was right.

Moms look to create humaii milk coUection depot 



A group of Edmonton moth¬ 
ers are raising funds to cre¬ 
ate a donation depot for 
breast milk. 

The Breastfeeding Action 
Committee of Edmonton 
(BACE) said the milk would 
then be shipped to Calgary 
for pasteurization before it 
is returned to Edmonton for 
use in neonatal units. 

The Calgary Mothers 
Milk Bank, which opened in 
April and is only the second 
in Canada, already allows 
anyone to ship donations 
to the bank to be processed. 
But shipping frozen human 


milk is an expensive pro¬ 
cess BACE doesn’t think any 
mother has to do alone, said 
spokesperson Jodine Chase. 

“(We’ve) been lobbying 
and encouraging the cre¬ 
ation of a milk bank for our 
babies here for decades,” 
she said. 

The depot’s needs are 
very simple. Chase ex¬ 
plained, noting it would 
most likely be in a public 
health centre with open 
hours and easy access. A 
secure area with a freezer 
would really be all that is 
needed, she added. 


BACE volunteer Kath¬ 
erine Teske said when she 
gave birth to her son seven 
and a half weeks early last 
winter, she was able to 
pump milk while he spent 
three weeks in NICU. 

“By the time my baby 
came home from the hospi¬ 
tal, I had filled up a whole 
freezer full of milk,” she 
said. 

“I couldn’t help but think 
of how many babies in the 
hospital could be benefiting 
from the milk that was just 
sitting in my freezer.”

CIBC 
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Colorado fires 
demolish homes, 
threaten tourism 


Eight wildfires 
burning. Half the 
U.S. firefighting fleet 
is battling blazes in 
Colorado, says the 
state’s governor 


Wildfires moved in on some 
of Colorado’s most popular 
summer tourist destinations 
over the weekend, demolish¬ 
ing nearly two dozen homes 
near Rocky Mountain National 
Park and empt 3 dng hotels and 
campgrounds. 

A wildfire near Colorado 
Springs erupted and grew out 
of control to more than eight 
square kilometres early Sun¬ 
day, prompting the evacua¬ 
tions of more than 11,000 
residents and an unknown 
number of tourists. And on 
Saturday, a blaze destroyed 
21 structures near the moun¬ 


tain community of Estes Park, 
where many visitors stay while 
visiting the national park. 

Half the nation’s firefight¬ 
ing fleet is now battling fires 
in Colorado, said Colorado 
Gov. John Hickenlooper. He 
said military support in the 
form of C-130 military trans¬ 
port planes from Peterson Air 
Force Base in Colorado Springs 
would begin assisting on Mon¬ 
day. 

With eight wildfires burn¬ 
ing, including a fire that 
has scorched more than 305 
square kilometres and de¬ 
stroyed at least 191 homes 
near Fort Collins, Colorado is 
having its worst wildfire sea¬ 
son in a decade. 

“People recognize this is 
going to take a big push” to 
extinguish, Hickenlooper 
said Sunday from a Colorado 
Springs grocery store, where 
volunteers were passing out 
burritos, sandwiches and 
drinks to 350 firefighters.

Amanda Rice, who left a Manitou Springs 
hotel late Saturday with her husband, 
four children and dog. 

All of this came just a week 
before Independence Day on 
July 4, a key time for family 
vacations to national parks 
and other destinations. A 
statewide ban on open camp¬ 
fires and private fireworks has 
been in place for more than a 
week. Summer travellers have 
seen some of their favour¬ 
ite sites closed, obscured by 
smoke. 

Families planning white- 
water rafting trips were in¬ 
stead passing out bottled 
water and setting up cots in 
evacuee centres.

Israeli activists 
arrested after 
alleged clashes 
with police 

Israeli police say 85 
protesters were arrested 
after clashing with of¬ 
ficers and vandalizing 
banks in Tel Aviv. 

The demonstrators 
had gathered Saturday 
night to protest the ar¬ 
rest of 12 social activ¬ 
ists a day earlier. Some 
blocked main roads and 
scuffled with police. 

Police say others 
shattered windows on 


five banks. Media reported 
that in one case, protesters 
charged inside a bank and 
planted a tent, the symbol 
of social protests that swept 
the country last summer. 

Police spokesman Micky 
Rosenfeld says police made 
the arrests to prevent loot¬ 
ing. He estimated there 
were 1,500 demonstrators 
in the protests, though 
media reports gave a num¬ 
ber four times higher. 

Activist leader Daphni 
Leef accused police of 
brutality, saying officers 
bruised and humiliated her 
when they detained her 
Friday. She was released on 
bail.

Mexican elections 


Front-runner 
promises to leave 
behind the‘old 
politics' 

Mexican presidential 
front-runner Enrique 
Pena Nieto held his first 
and only mass rally in 
Mexico City on Sunday. 
The rally was one week 
ahead of the July 1st 
presidential elections. 

He pledged to “leave be¬ 
hind the practices of the 
old politics.” 

Pena Nieto sought to 
break with the reputation 
of his Institutional Revo¬ 


lutionary Party, known as 
the PRI, as the sclerotic, an¬ 
tiquated party that governed 
Mexico for 71 uninterrupted 
years, until it lost the 2000 
elections. 

“I am part of a new gen¬ 
eration that grew up under 
democracy,” Pena Nieto 
told tens of thousands of 
cheering supporters at the 
Azteca soccer stadium on 
the city’s southern edge. The 
105,000-person capacity sta¬ 
dium appeared almost full, 
with only the upper ring of 
seats empty. 

“We know how to govern 
democratically,” Pena Nieto 
pledged. “In this election, all 
of Mexico is going to win.”

Delay ouster of 
illegal West Bank 
settlers: Israel 

The Israeli govern¬ 
ment has asked the 
Supreme Court to delay 
the dismantling of an 
illegal Jewish settlement 
enclave in the West Bank 
for seven months. 

The government had 
pledged to evict the two 
dozen families living in 
the Givat Assaf settle¬ 
ment outpost by July 1. 

The outpost was 
built without official 
authorization and was 


constructed on privately 
held Palestinian land. Israel 
considers this illegal, even 
as it approves construction 
on other captured territory. 

In its petition to the 
court, the government 
says it has “significant new 
information” about Givat 
Assaf that requires explor¬ 
ing. 

It did not elaborate. 

But the Maariv news¬ 
paper reported Sunday that 
the military has discovered 
old documents that appear 
to contradict Palestinian 
claims to owning the land. 

The Palestinians want 
all of the West Bank for 
their future state.

Islamist Mohammed Morsi

who recently stripped the 
presidency of most of its 
powers. 

In Tahrir Square, the birth¬ 
place of the uprising that 
ousted autocratic president 
Hosni Mubarak, joyous Morsi 
supporters wept and kneeled 
on the ground in prayer as 
soon as they heard the out¬ 
come announced on live tele¬ 
vision. They danced, set off 
fireworks and released doves 
in the air in celebrations not

seen in the square since Mu¬ 
barak was forced out on Feb. 
11 , 2011 . 

Many are looking now to 
see whether Morsi will try 
to take on the military and 
wrestle back the powers they 
took from his office just one 
week ago. 

“I pledge to be a president 
who serves his people and 
works for them,” Morsi said 
on his web page. “I will not 
betray God in defending your 
rights and the rights of this 
nation.” 

The White House con¬ 
gratulated Morsi and urged 
him to advance national 
unity as he forms a new 
government. White House 


press secretary Jay Carney 
said Morsi’s victory is a mile¬ 
stone in Eg 3 q)t’s transition 
to democracy after decades 
of authoritarian rule under 
Mubarak. The Obama ad¬ 
ministration had expressed 
no public preference in the 
presidential race. 

Left on the sidelines of 
the political drama are the 
liberal and secular youth 
groups that drove the upris¬ 
ing against Mubarak, left to 
wonder whether Eg 3 q)t has 
taken a step towards becom¬ 
ing an Islamist state. Some 
grudgingly supported Morsi 
in the face of Ahmed Shafiq, 
who was Mubarak’s last 
prime minister, while others 
boycotted the vote. 

Morsi will now have to 
reassure them that he repre¬ 
sents the whole country, not 
just Islamists, and will face 
enormous challenges after 
security and the economy 
have deteriorated in the tran¬ 
sition period.

NATO to mull response after Turkish jet shot down 


NATO ambassadors will dis¬ 
cuss this week whether to 
respond to S 3 nia’s downing 
of a Turkish jet in what Tur¬ 
key insists was international 
airspace, although the likeli¬ 
hood of any military action by 
the alliance is low The plane’s 
downing has further hiked 
regional tensions over the 
conflict in S 3 n’ia, where some 
40 people were said to have 
died Sunday in new clashes 
between rebels and regime 
forces. 

The jet’s wreckage was 
found in the Mediterranean 
at a depth of 1,300 metres. 


Turkish state media reported 
Sunday The two pilots remain 
unaccounted for. 

Turkish Foreign Minister 
Ahmet Davutoglu said the jet 
was on a training flight to test 
Turkey’s radar capabilities, 
not sp 3 dng on S 3 n:ia. He said 
the plane mistakenly strayed 
into S 5 ^an airspace Friday, 
but was quickly warned to 
leave by Turkish authorities 
and was a mile inside inter¬ 
national airspace when it was 
shot down off the coast of 
Latakia. 

S 3 nia insisted Saturday that 
the shooting was “not an at¬ 


tack” and that the aircraft 
had violated its airspace. But 
Turkish authorities say S 3 n:ia 
didn’t warn the Turkish plane 
nor send its own jets to con¬ 
front it. Turkish Prime Minis¬ 
ter Recep Tay 3 dp Erdogan was 
expected to make a statement 
Tuesday and might announce 
some retaliatory steps. 

“No one should dare to 
test Turkey’s capabilities,” Da¬ 
vutoglu said Sunday 

Meantime, at the request 
of Turkey, NATO’s governing 
body will meet Tuesday to dis¬ 
cuss the incident, said Oana 
Lungescu, a NATO spokes¬ 


woman. 

Despite some opposition 
leaders’ calls for Western mil¬ 
itary intervention in S 3 ^a, the 
United States and allies have 
been hesitant to get involved 
in what could prove a pro¬ 
tracted conflict, preferring the 
diplomatic route. S 5 ^ian allies 
Russia and China have aheady 
shielded S 3 n:ia from U.N. sanc¬ 
tions and stridently oppose 
any military intervention. 

It’s unlikely the downing of 
the Turkish plane will change 
those calculations, despite 
Ankara’s appeal for the NATO 
meeting, the associated press

Fernando Lugo emerged early 
Sunday to denounce his oust¬ 
er as Paraguay’s president as 
a “parliamentary coup” and a 
“foreordained sentence” that 
was not based on proper evi¬ 
dence. 

Lugo said his truncated 
presidency was targeted be¬ 
cause he tried to help the 
South American nation’s 
poor majority. Asked whether 
he had any hope of retaking 
office, Lugo exhorted his fol¬ 
lowers to remain peaceful but 
suggested that national and 
international clamour could 
lead Paraguayan lawmakers 
to reverse his impeachment.

Lugo spoke in a pre-dawn 
special televised “open micro¬ 
phone” program hosted by a 
state-funded public television 
channel that was created by 
his government. As Saturday 
turned into Sunday, a long 
line of speakers queued up in 
front of the station’s head¬ 
quarters to vent their frus¬ 
tration over what they called 
an institutional coup, calling 
for strikes and protests to de¬ 
mand his return. 

“We will not recognize 
any other president,” chant¬ 
ed the crowd of at least 200 
people, waving Paraguayan 
flags and huddled together 
against the Southern Hemi¬ 
sphere winter.

Some military members who

Jim Lowther of Veterans 
Emergency Transition Services 
said he’s getting a steady stream 
of calls from serving members 
seeking help for everything 
from finding a doctor and a 
job to navigating complicated 
paperwork and dealing with 
post-traumatic stress disorder. 

It’s a phenomenon Lowther 
suspects will only get worse as 
the dust settles from Canada’s 
10-year involvement in Afghan¬

“We see a lot of guys and 
girls who have done multiple, 
multiple tours and who are 
now being forced out of the 
military because of mental or 
physic^ illnesses,” he said from 
his home in Halifax.

U.S. East Coast. Sea level 
rising at alarming rate 


Sea levels are rising much 
faster along the U.S. East Coast 
than they are aroimd the globe, 
putting one of the world’s most 
costly coasts in danger of flood¬ 
ing, government researchers 
report. 

U.S. Geological Survey sci¬ 
entists call the 965-kilometre 
swath a “hot spot” for climb¬ 
ing sea levels caused by global 
warming. Along the region, the 
Atlantic Ocean has been rising 
at an annual rate three to four 
times faster than the global 
average since 1990, according 
to the study pubhshed Simday 
in the joumi Nature Climate 
Change. 

It’s not just a faster rate, but 
at a faster pace, like a car on a 
highway “jamming on the ac¬ 
celerator,” said the study’s lead 
author, Asbuiy Sallenger Jr., an 
oceanographer at the agency. 
He looked at sea levels starting 
in 1950, and noticed a change 
beginning in 1990. 

Since then, sea levels have 
gone up globally about five 
centimetres. But in Norfolk, 
Va., where officials are scram¬ 
bling to fight more frequent 
flooding, sea level has jumped 
a total of 12.19 centimetres, the 
research showed. For Philadel¬ 
phia, levels went up 9.4 centi¬ 
metres, and in New York City, 
it was 7.11 centimetres. 

Climate change pushes up 
sea levels by melting ice sheets 
in Greenland and west Antarc¬ 
tica, and because warmer water 
expands. 

Computer models long have 
projected higher levels along 
parts of the East Coast because 
of changes in ocean currents 
from global warming, but this 
is the first study to show that’s 
already happened. 

By 2100, scientists and com¬ 
puter models estimate that 
sea levels globally could rise as

much as 1.01 metres. The accel¬ 
erated rate along the East Coast 
could add about 20 centimetres 
to 28 centimetres more, Sallen¬ 
ger said. 

“Where that kind of thing 
becomes important is during 
a storm,” Sallenger said. That’s 
when it can damage buildings 
and erode coastlines. 

On the West Coast, a Na¬ 
tional Research Council report 
released Friday projects an aver¬ 
age nearly one-metre rise in sea 
level in California by the year 
2100, and 0.61 metres in Ore¬ 
gon and Washington. The land 
mass north of the San Andreas 
Fault is expected to rise, offset¬ 
ting the rising sea level in those 
two states. 

The uses study suggests the 
Northeast would get hit harder 
because of ocean currents. 
When the Gulf Stream and its 
northern extension slow down, 
the slope of the seas changes 
to balance against the slowing 
current. That slope then pushes 
up sea levels in the Northeast. 
It is hke a see-saw effect, SaUen- 
ger theorizes. 

Margaret Davidson, director 
of the Goastal Services Genter 
for the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
in Gharleston, South Garolina, 
said the impheations of the 
new research are “huge when 
you think about it. Somewhere 
between Maryland and Massa¬ 
chusetts, you’ve got some bo- 
daciously expensive property at

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Rescue team looks 
for roof collapse 
victims in mall 


Elliot Lake. Police 
hindered in search by 
unsafe conditions 


At least two people were 
trapped in a labyrinth of twist¬ 
ed metal and heavy concrete 
slabs as crews worked aroimd 
the clock to stabilize the scene 
of a roof collapse at a mall in 
the northern Ontario city of El- 
hot Lake on Sunday. 

Officials suspect one of 
those imprisoned “could be a 
casualty,” but they said it would 
take until early Monday mor¬ 
ning before the structure was 
deemed safe enough for search 
and rescue teams to go in. 

Ontario Provincial Police 
said images of the Algo Centre 
MaU’s partiaUy coUapsed roof, 
which also served as a parking 
lot, showed a hand and a foot 
in the dusty debris. 

“We have obtained some 
visual information relating to 


a visual of a hand and a foot 
which is our groimds for the 
suspected casualty in this case, 
we cannot confirm the iden¬ 
tity,” said provincial pohce Insp. 
Percy JoUymore. 

“The location is such that 
we cannot approach it at this 
time.” 

Officials also said they heard 
some taps coming from behind 
fallen slabs of concrete and 
metal. 

“Some of our search mem¬ 
bers this morning heard a 
couple of taps,” said Bill Nee¬ 
dles, a spokesman from the 
Heavy Urban Search and Res¬ 
cue team which travelled from 
Toronto. 

“They called for a quick si¬ 
lence on the site and there was 
a couple more taps. That was an 
indication to us that we were 
dealing with a rescue,” he said. 

“We then turned our whole 
efforts towards trying to locate 
this individual. There was no 
verbal, there was no sight, we 
have no idea if it’s male, female. 


what age, it was just a tap.” 

Needles said crews drilled 
through a wall in an attempt 
to locate the victim but weren’t 
able to find anyone. At that 
point crews foimd the site was 
too unstable to send in rescue 
workers. 

The operation is still a res¬ 
cue mission, though, and offi¬ 
cials said they’re still hoping to 
find people alive. 

“We’re beheving that 
they’re still there and still 
alive,” Needles said. 

Police said at least nine 
people remained unaccounted 
for, but insisted that number 
was fluctuating as some of 
those reported as missing had 
been located and others—who 
hadn’t been heard from — 
were added to the list. 

“The problem with this is 
there’s no precise science, we 
don’t know who was in the 
mall when it collapsed,” said 
JoUymore. “We won’t stop imtil 
the fist has been satisfied.”

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New duty-free rules to 
draw more Canadian 
cross-border shoppers

Canadians are in a U.S. shop¬ 
ping state of mind this summer 
thanks to changes in regula¬ 
tions that allow them to buy 
more without paying duty, a 
new survey suggests. 

The Canadian Press-Harris 
Decima poll on relaxed cross- 
border shopping limits that 
went into effect Jime 1 foimd a 
large majority in favour of the 
changes — and 54 per cent of 
those planning a trip stateside 
said they intended to spend 
more. Additionally, four in 10 
said they were hkely to pur¬ 
chase more duty-free goods. 

The telephone survey of 


1,000 was conducted between 
Jime 14 and 18 and is con¬ 
sidered accurate plus or minus 
3.2 percentage points, 19 times 
out of 20. As outlined in the 
March budget, the duty-free 
threshold on stays longer than 
24 hours rose to $200 from $50 
beguming this month. 

The limit on stays longer 
than 48 hours increased to $800 
from the current two-tiered lev¬ 
els of $400 and $750, depending 
on the length of stay 

In the poU, seven in 10 Can¬ 
adians said they supported the 
higher duty-free limits, and 
eight of 10 of vacationers to the 
U.S. backed the changes. 

The changes have been criti¬ 
cized by the Retail Coimcil of 
Canada as just one more blow 
to merchants who cope with 
higher costs and must compete 
with U.S. competitors that often 
get a better deal from suppliers.

The 
Tilted Kilt is part of a booming niche in the beleaguered restaurant industry known as breastaurants, or 
sports bars that feature scantily-clad waitresses. These small chains operate in the tradition of Hooters, which 
pioneered the concept in the 1980 s but has struggled in recent years to stay fresh. The United States' top 
three “breastaurant” chains behind Hooters each had sales growth of 30 per cent or more last year, accord¬ 
ing to Technomic, a food-industry research hrm. They still represent less than one per cent of the nation’s top 
restaurants, but the upstart chains are benehling as other mid-priced options like Applebee’s and Bennigan’s 
have experienced declines during the economic downturn. Instead of relying on lust alone, the new crop of 
restaurants is growing by offering new themes (think: rustic lodges and Celtic pubs) and varied menus (think: 
pot roast and shepherd's pie instead of just burgers and wings). In other words, they're hoping maybe people

The Harper government has 
firmly rejected a McGill Uni¬ 
versity economist’s prescrip¬ 
tion for surviving the next 
financial meltdown. 

A newly released briefing 
note shows Christopher Ra¬ 
gan’s proposal to strengthen 
oversight of the Canadian 
economy went all the way 
to Stephen Harper, himself a 
former economist.

cent because of past success. 


A Feb. 22 memo to Harper

favour of the status quo. 

The group “already ful¬ 
fils the functions Professor 
Ragan is looking to address, 
and has a strong track record 
in both facilitating co-ordin¬ 
ation between the relevant 
parties in Canada’s financial 
regulatory system, as well 
as serving as an important 
vehicle for advice to govern¬ 
ment on policy decisions,” 
says the memo. 

The McGill professor says 
he’s not surprised about 
the government’s inaction, 
given that Canada survived 
the 2008-09 crisis in relative¬ 
ly good shape.

There is some tension this par¬ 
ticular Thursday afternoon in 
May on the Toronto set of Lost 
Girl, but happily it is all of a fic¬ 
tional nature. Our heroine, Bo, 
who has been injured and look¬ 
ing none-too-well, is having a 
difficult time trying to convince 
her crime-fighting allies that 
they need to change strategy 
when it comes to catching the 
baddie of the week. 


She finally succeeds in persuad¬ 
ing her ex-lover and police de¬ 
tective Dyson to go along with 
her plan, much to the chagrin 
of his colleague. 

“Cut! That was great,” says 
director Ron Murphy. 

This above scene is from one 
of the hit supernatural show’s 
third season episodes. For those 
imfamiliar with Lost Girl, the 
series follows the adventures of 
Bo, a Succubus (a supernatural 
being who feeds off the sexual 
energy of others) and mem¬ 
ber of a race of uber-humans 
known as Fae. 

Having walked in Bo’s leath¬ 
er boots for two seasons and 
now a third, actress Anna Silk 
is a perfect fit for the role, even 
though she initially had some 
doubts about the project. 

“When 1 originally re¬ 
ceived the (pilot) script, I read 
the tagline for it, which was 


something like, ‘Supernatural 
sex creature who needs sex to 
survive,’ and I thought, ‘Yeah, 
right. What the heck is this?’ 
recalls Silk. “Then, however, I 
read the script, which was writ¬ 
ten by (series creator/executive 
producer) Michelle Lovretta, 
and discovered that she wrote 
this really complex, cool, fe¬ 
male lead character who is a 
sexual creature but in the most 
vulnerable sort of way.” 

Although it aired halfway 
through the show’s first season, 
episode eight was, in fact. Lost 
Girl’s pilot episode and the first 
thing ever filmed for the series. 
Silk still remembers working 
on it as if it were yesterday. “We 
had 10 days to film the pilot, 
which was a luxury because we 
don’t have that many days now 
to shoot an episode,” jokes the 
actress. “The pilot is quite spe¬ 
cial to me. We filmed it about 


a year before we went to series, 
so if you watch it, we all look 
a little different. We’re wearing 
less make-up and the tone of 
the show is somewhat darker. I 
still think it’s one of our great¬ 
est episodes and 1 love the grit¬ 
tiness of it.” 

Prior to Lost Girl, Silk 
appeared in a number of made- 
for-TV movies as well as guest- 
starred on such series Mutant 
X, Missing, Angela’s Eyes, ‘Til 
Death Do Us Part and Ghost 
Whisperer. Of all her small 
screen roles, two remain espe¬ 
cially memorable to the actress. 

“I really loved the way that 
they wrote my character of 
Gassidy on (the TV show) Being 
Erica,” she says. “She turned 
out to be a very popular char¬ 
acter and 1 enjoyed the real 
relationship that they created 
between Erica (Erin Karpiuk) 
and Gassidy. 


“Honestly, I’ve been for¬ 
tunate enough so far to do a 
number of really cool things 
as an actress, including Bo ... I 
love the fact that she resonates 
with so many people. Also, the 
Fae world is so vast. We have so 
much still to explore about it,” 
enthuses Silk.

On a sweltering Manhattan day, 
it’s hard not to think of Woody 
Allen’s old line about preferring 
air conditioning to the Pope. 

Allen’s Park Avenue office 
and screening room are a cool 
sanctuaiy, far off the Manhat¬ 
tan street and away from the 
heat. Asked if he was looking 
forward to the New York pre¬ 
miere that evening of his latest 
film, To Rome With Love, he 
answers “no” with comical 
quickness. 

Depending on how you 
coimt. To Rome With Love is 
the 76-year-old filmmaker’s 
45th film, a total he’s amassed 
by making, with remarkable 
consistency, a film a year. It’s 
also his eighth film made in 
self-imposed exile, traversing 


European capitals. 

His last movie, the Oscar- 
nominated Midnight in Paris, 
was his biggest box-office hit 
ever, a success Allen greets only 
with a shrug. 

To Rome With Love — as 
much of a European postcard 


as Allen has made — is an en¬ 
semble farce about numerous 
characters (Alec Baldwin, Jesse 
Eisenberg, Penelope Cruz, Ro¬ 
berto Benigni, Ellen Page) chas¬ 
ing conflicting desires in the 
Eternal City. 

The film, which opened 


Friday in New York and Los An¬ 
geles, hasn’t received very good 
reviews, but Allen is ^eady 
onto his next film, with plans 
to begin shooting a movie in 
August — again starring Bald¬ 
win — that will take him back 
to New York. 

Allen chatted with The Asso¬ 
ciated Press about filmmaking 
Woody’s way: 

You’ve often described film- 
making as a constant process 
of disappointment in not 
realizing your initial idea. So 
what keeps you trying? 

You always think that you’re 
going to do better the next 
time. It’s deceptive. Sometimes 
you do better than the last 
time, sometimes you don’t. It’s 
hke a gambler. You’re constant¬ 
ly thinking, ‘This next one. I’m 
going to really nail it. Every¬ 
thing’s going to be perfect.’ And 
you do it, and of course it’s far 
from perfect. 

What was your initial concept 
for To Rome With Love? 

The people in Rome who dis¬ 
tribute my films (Medusa Film) 


always kept saying, “Come to 
Rome and make a film.” Final¬ 
ly, they really got serious. Then 
I was faced with having to write 
something for Rome. 

Did you ever think that you’d 
be part tilmmaker and part 
travel guide? 

No, I never wanted to or ex¬ 
pected to make a film outside 
of New York. New York became 
very, very expensive. The same 
$18 million spent in Barcelona 
or Rome goes much further 
there. I’ve had six other offers 
since then... I don’t know if I 
could do that indefinitely. 

Your earlier tilms seemed 
to be more searching and 
questioning. 

You can see them as search¬ 
ing, but you would find that 
after time, the conclusions are 
grim. No matter what kind of 
sugarcoating people put on 
it — whether it’s a religious 
sugarcoating or a philosoph¬ 
ical sugarcoating — no matter 
what they tell you, the facts are 
grisly.

When Woody Allen was

Cinematographer Ben Richard¬ 
son is on to something. The 
startlingly eye-catching work 
he did on his first feature film 
as a Director of Photography, 
Beasts of the Southern Wild 
from writer-director Berth Zeit- 
lin (also a first-timer), earned 
him an Outstanding Cinema¬ 
tography award at Sundance, 
where the film debuted. The 
earthy and ethereal film went 
on to win big at Cannes as well, 
picking up critical praise every¬ 
where along the way. But given 
the films subject — a yoimg girl 
and her father hving outside 
the levies of New Orleans in a 
flood-prone community called 
Bathtub — it wasn’t the most 
comfortable gig for a man with 
a camera. 

This looked like a pretty 
involved shoot, physically. 

Directors and the rest of the 


crew can be a little bit more 
cautious about what they do, 
but actors and the person phys¬ 
ically holding the camera are 
two sets of people who can’t. If 
the shot demands that you’re in 
the water and the camera’s in 
the water, you get in the water. 
It was a genuinely conscious 
process. I never wanted to say, ‘I 
shouldn’t do this’ or ‘I couldn’t 
do this.’ I wanted to just get in 
there and do it. 

How did you deal with the 
physical challenges of the 
shoot? 

I had a very, veiy serious strat¬ 
egy for dealing with it. In the 
earliest days of pre-production, 
as we were jumping in and out 
of the bayou and Lake Pontchar- 
train, climbing up in trees and 
walking on hard concrete floors 


in the hospital and stuff, I just 
started to panic because I was 
like, ‘I could literally mess my¬ 
self up.’ If I sprain something 
or if my feet start hurting. I’m 
operating the movie entirely 
and fighting it every morning. 
I can’t be the weak link here. 
So, and I’m not kidding, I think 
I had about five or six different 
types of footwear in the van. I 
had about a dozen diy towels, 
six changes of clothes, shorts, 
rain stuff. And between scenes, 
takes and shots, I would bounce 
back to my van, disappear for 
five minutes. The truth is, if 
you’re wearing AquaSocks, 
you can’t come out and then 
operate in wet AquaSocks on 
diy land for two hours because 
you’re going to horrible blisters 
and fimgus and things. So that 
was my attitude to that. 
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The hips don’t lie: 
is singer Shakira 
pregnant?

recounts alleged incidents 
of John Travolta engaging

to TMZ. 

But Travolta’s camp 
thinks that’s crazy as well.

The suit is based on a priv¬ 
ileged communication and 
it will promptly be thrown 
out by the court,” Travolta’s 
rep says in a statement.

Modern makeover. 

New movie princesses 
want more than a 
prince; they want 
independence 


For modem movie princesses, 
looking pretty and marrying a 
prince aren’t enough. 

Take Mirror Mirror, where 
Snow White rescues her prince 
from an evil spell, or Snow 
White and the Himtsman, 
where she becomes the himter 
who avenges her father, mar¬ 
ries none of her suitors and 
confidently mns her kingdom 
alone. 

Further upending the Cin¬ 
derella syndrome at a theatre 
near you this weekend is Pix- 
ar’s first-ever female protagon¬ 
ist, the feisty Scottish Princess 
Merida of Brave, who demands 
to forge her own independent 
future. She’s also a far better 
shot than any of her would-be 
princes. 

This new breed of big- 
screen princess not only re¬ 
flects the iudependence — and 
athleticism — of yoimg women 
today, but also Hollywood’s 
increasing willingness to tell 
their stories. 

The success of Bridesmaids, 
The Girl With the Dragon Tat¬ 
too and The Hunger Games 
showed us that audiences re¬ 
spond to weU-drawn heroes, 
regardless of their gender, thus 
setting the stage for the classic 
literary convention of the prin¬ 
cess to get a modem makeover. 


“It is time for a new para¬ 
digm,” said Brave producer 
Katherine Sarafian. “We’ve got 
an opportunity to make more 
characters that are relatable to 
modem girls” and audiences at 
large. 

These empowered young 
princesses point to a gradual 
imdoing of the so-called Gin- 
derella syndrome or Giuderella 
complex, a theory developed in 
the early 1980s that says that, 
hke Ginderella, many women 
seek something external — 
such as a rich and handsome 
prince — to change their lives 


and harbour a deep desire for 
dependence. 

“It’s not enough for women 
in the 21st century just to sit 
around and wait and be pretty,” 
said Karen Stemheimer, a pro¬ 
fessor of sociology at the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern Galifomia. 

“An empowered heroine en- 
coimteriug a challenge reflects 
the whole m 5 dhology of indi¬ 
vidualism. What’s new is the 
means of achieving success. 
It used to be through beauty 
or marriage only. That hasn’t 
gone away, but now it can also 
be through a skill or encoim- 


tering a challenge that trad¬ 
itionally we’ve heard in stories 
about men.” 

In developing Princess Me¬ 
rida’s story in Brave, Pixar writ¬ 
ers and artists thought more 
about character than gender, 
Sarafian said. They considered 
Merida’s motivations, her frus¬ 
trations and what makes her 
brave. 

“If you focus on her being a 
girl, it’s easy to get stuck in the 
trappiugs and mles and what 
a princess movie dictates,” the 
producer said. “We strip out 
gender, princess, faiiy tale and

just focus on character.” 

Merida, voiced by Kelly Mac¬ 
donald, is a headstrong teen¬ 
ager in 12th century Scotland 
with a mane of fiery red cmls 
and a temperament to match. 
Though her mother lovingly 
prepares her for her royal role, 
the yoimg princess is more 
interested m sword fighting, 
archeiy and riding her horse 
through the forest. When she 
blatantly defies an ancient 
tradition, she jeopardizes the 
future of her family and the 
kingdom. 

“The stoiy is not about the 
circumstances surrounding 
her,” Sarafian said. “She makes 
the core decision that throws 
things off.... and it’s not some- 
thmg else really saving her. 
Even though there is a httle 
magic in the story, she is really 
the driving force.” 

And she does it all in a dress. 

“Merida is not trying to pass 
herself off as an 5 Ahing other 
than a girl,” the producer said. 
“She just wants to be her own 
person.”

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Shake up your Cobb salad 



Sometimes you just have to 
mess with tradition. 

The classic Cobb salad 
seemed like a fine place for 
it. This basic chopped salad 
generally consists of chicken, 
hard-boiled egg, avocado, to¬ 
mato, bacon, blue cheese and 
greens. It’s typically arranged 
on a plate in neat rows of in¬ 
gredients to be mixed together 
by the diner. 

We decided to mess it up. 
In the most literal way. We 
brought this composed salad 
right out to the grill, making it 
a perfect choice for a weekend 
barbecue. 


We throw the bacon in a 
sldllet on the grill alongside 
the turkey. We even fiy the 
eggs on the grill, too. Because 
who wants to boil eggs in the 
heat of summer? 

While we had the grill 
going, we charred up some 
scallions and tomatillos and 
blended them into a tangy 
herb vinaigrette. Once we 
had some smoky and tangy 
flavours, we countered them 
with creaminess of Gorgonzola 
and avocado. Serve it all on a 
bed of ice cold romaine. But 
not in pretty little rows. Pile it 
all on the plate and have at it. 


1. Heat the grill to medium- 
high. Season the turkey 
strips with salt and pepper. 

2. Using an oil-soaked 
paper towel held by tongs, 
oil the grill grates. Add the 
turkey and cook for 4 to 5 
minutes per side, or until 
they reach 165 F. Set aside 
to cool slightly. 

3. Meanwhile, set the scal¬ 
lions and tomatillos on the 
grill. Char the scallions for 3 
minutes and the tomatillos 
for 3 minutes per side. Set 
aside to cool. 

4. Place an oven-safe skillet 
on the grill. When the skil¬ 
let is hot, add the bacon and 
cook until crisp. Transfer 
the bacon to paper towels 
to drain. 

5. Discard most of the fat 
from the skillet, then return 
it to the grill. Crack the eggs 
into the skillet, keeping 
them from touching, and 
fry as desired. 

6 . In a blender, combine 
the charred scallions, toma¬ 
tillos, red wine vinegar; 
thyme, sugar and olive oil. 
Blend until smooth. Season 
with salt and pepper. 


7. On each of 4 serving 
plates, place half a romaine 
heart. Pile on turkey ten¬ 
ders and avocado slices. 
Drizzle the vinaigrette over 
everything. Add slices of 
bacon, an egg, crumbled 
Gorgonzola and sliced to¬ 
mato to each serving.

A chicken salad that’s light, 
tangy and perfect for summer 


Like many summer favour¬ 
ites, chicken salad has all 
the makings of a refresh¬ 
ing, light meal... except for 
all that mayonnaise. 

An easy way to lighten 
it up is to switch it out for 
our favourite creamy substi¬ 
tute, non-fat plain Greek yo¬ 
gurt. We also opted to grill 
the chicken, an easy way to 
pump up the flavour while 
adding virtually no fat. 

For this recipe, we fresh¬ 
ened up our salad by adding 
some berbere, an Ethiopian 
spice blend that can feature 
any number of seasonings, 
but often includes ginger, 
cardamom, garlic, cumin 
and chilies. If you can’t find 
it or you prefer something 
a little more tame, switch it 
out for another spice blend, 
such as curry powder or 
Italian seasoning. 

For even more flavour 
and some textural contrast, 
we added chopped Peppa- 
dew peppers. You usually 
can find these alongside the 
olives at the grocer. Gherry 
peppers also would work. 
After some chopped fennel 
bulb, a handful of toasted 
almonds and some grapes, 
we were finished. 

We like to serve this 
salad stuffed in whole¬ 
wheat pita pockets with 


salad greens, but you also 
could spoon it over a bed of 
greens for a hearty salad. 

1. Heat the grill to medium- 
high. 

2. Place the chicken 
breasts between sheets of 
plastic wrap. Using a meat 
mallet or rolling pin, pound 
the meat to an even 1/2 inch 
thickness. Season with salt 
and black pepper. 

3. Soak a crumpled paper 
towel with the oil. Glasping 
the paper towel with tongs, 
oil the grates of the grill. 
Grill the chicken breasts 
for 4 minutes per side, or 
until the chicken is cooked 
through and reaches 165 F. 
Set aside to cool, then cut 
into small chunks. 

4. In a large bowl, combine 
the berbere with the yogurt, 
Peppadew peppers, fennel, 
grapes, almonds and the 
cooled chopped chicken. 
Mix well, then season with 
salt and pepper. 

5. Fill each pita pocket 
with a quarter of the salad 
greens, then spoon some 
of the chicken salad into it.

Halifax to Vancouver, 6,339 
km, on less than five tanks 
of gas. 

That’s the record-setting 
result of Shell Canada’s 
Smarter Driver Challenge, 
where a team of drivers spent 
last week making the most 
fuel-efficient cross-continent 
drive on record. 

“Saving fuel saves you 
money, saves you stress, and 
is a safer way to drive,” says 
Lindsey McAndrews, a com¬ 
munications rep for Shell. 

“Fuel efficiency is now the 
number-one concern of Can¬ 
adian car-buyers. It’s what 
people go into dealerships 
and ask for the most.” 

The drive was the brain¬ 
child of John and Helen Tay¬ 
lor, who have earned a global 
reputation as the world’s 
most fuel-efficient couple. 
After arriving In Vancouver 
on Friday, they now hold 93 
different world records for 
covering more distance on 
less gas. 

The Taylor’s team of 
drivers included Alex Debo- 
gorski of TV’s Ice Road Truck-

Driving a well-tuned 2012 
Volkswagen Passat, they 
needed only 5.59 litres of 
regular gas to cover each 100 
km. The total fuel bill, Atlan¬ 
tic to Pacific? Just $453. 


There was no special 
equipment involved. Just 
good maintenance, and a few 
canny driving tips. 

“Don’t speed,” McAndrews 
says. “You lose 22 per cent of 
your fuel economy between 
100 and 110 km/hour. Use 
really steady, gentle pressure 
on the gas pedal. Leave a nice 


space cushion between your¬ 
self and the car in front of 
you, so it’s safer driving.” 

Leaving space in front 
means you don’t have to use 
your brakes nearly as often. 
And that leads to significant 
fuel savings, as well. 

“With almost no practice, 
the average person can see a 


10-per-cent improvement in 
their fuel efficiency, just by 
being conscious of not be¬ 
ing a lead-foot. That means 
you’re saving at least 12 cents 
a litre.” 

There are other, more 
subtle benefits as well. 

“You’re never stressed 
out,” McAndrews notes. “You 


know where you’re going, 
and you’re calm. You’re not 
flooring the gas on every 
stop light. You’re not riding 
people’s bumpers.” 

And now that the record’s 
been set? 

“Once someone sets a rec¬ 
ord, people want to break it,” 
she concludes.

In defence of the trimester... 

Stuart J. Upper is the dean of 
the graduate school of business 
adnunistration at Fordham Uni¬ 
versity in New York City. 

How did Fordham arrive at a 
trimester system? 

The MBA has always been the 
largest master’s program at 
Fordham, and it was largely a 
part-time program. We wanted 
to make it as flexible as possible 
for people that had to work. But 
we’re not keeping it because 
‘this is the way it’s always been 
done.’ Current students like the 
flexibility. 

What are the drawbacks? 

It makes the jobs of administra¬ 
tors a bit crazy. It can be hectic 


for students, too: Sometimes 
the semester ends on Friday 
and the new one starts on 
Monday There’s not a lot of 
downtime. 

But you also complete the 
degree faster. 

That’s the ultimate goal. Full¬ 


time students can usually go 
through a program reasonably 
quickly But in this program, 
part-time students can finish in 
three years. 

In defence of the semester... 

Kate Lehman is the assistant 


dean for student success at 
Otterbein University in Wester¬ 
ville, Ohio. 

How did Otterbein University 
arrive at a semester system? 

We just switched from trimes¬ 
ters to semesters. We are pla¬ 
cing an emphasis on experi¬ 
ential education — learning 
through real-world situations. 
Our faculty felt that semesters 
were better suited to this due 
to the extended time in a term. 

What are the drawbacks? 

Some students like a shorter 
term so they can experience 
more topics over time. The 
sheer number of classes is few¬ 
er when you have fewer terms. 

Do trimesters work better for 
grad students, because they 
are typically more interested 
in finishing sooner? 

Grad students take more sum¬ 
mer courses than imdergrads, 
and some of that is regardless 
of the calendar you’re operat¬ 
ing under. But, yes, graduate 
students are more interested in 
going to school year-roimd. 


obesity prevention. 

“I can’t tell you the num¬ 
ber of 40-pound one-year-olds 
I see every day,” Dr. Melissa 
Garretson, a Stephensville, 
Texas pediatrician, told the 
delegates before Wednes¬ 
day’s vote.

Italy daims the

Euro 2012. Another 
penalty shootout loss 
for England at a major 
tournament 


After two hours of clever, often 
dominating but in the end fhiit- 
less play, Italy found the answer 
against England. 

Penalty lacks. 

Alessandro Diamanti scored 
the decisive kick Sunday to 
send Italy through to the Euro¬ 
pean Championship semifinals 
with a 4-2 win in the shootout 
following a 0-0 tie with Eng¬ 
land. 

Italy will next play Germany 
in the semifinals on Thursday 
in Warsaw, Poland. Defending 


champion Spain plays Portu¬ 
gal on Wednesday in Donetsk, 
Ukraine. 

“We deserved this victoiy,” 
Diamanti said. “The penalties 
rewarded our dominance dur¬ 
ing the match. It’s only fair, 
we played a great match and 
battled from the first to the last 
minute.” 

But not until penalties by 
Mario Balotelh, Andrea Pirlo 
—with an audacious slow chip- 
shot down the middle of the 
goal — and Antonio Nocerino 
did the Azzurri find the net. Ste¬ 
ven Gerrard and Wayne Rooney 
scored England’s penalties. 

The difference: Ashley 
Young hit the crossbar with 
England’s third, and Ashley 
Cole’s attempt was saved by 
Cianluigi Buffon. 


For England, it was yet an¬ 
other exit from a major tourna¬ 
ment in the quarter-finals after 
a penalty shootout. England 
lost to Portugal in the same 
manner at Euro 2004 and the 
2006 World Cup. 

England briefly led the 
shootout after Riccardo Mon- 
tolivo missed Italy’s second 
penalty. His shot went wide 
of Joe Hart’s right post as the 
England goalkeeper guessed 
correctly. 

The momentum shifted 
after Pirlo’s bold piece of skill 
levelled it 2-2. 

“I just saw that the goal¬ 
keeper was moving a bit earher 
so I decided to play it the other 
way,” Pirlo said. “It just comes 
to you at that moment and it 
went well.” the associated press
